Bitter rivals on the nation’s labor 
front, the American Federation of 
Tjabor and the Committee for In­ 
dustrial Organization have pooled 
their efforts here to tie up 42 whole­ 
sale butter and egg markets 
and 
close three meat packing plants. 
C. I. O. pickets paraded before 
wholesale 
creameries 
and 
ware­ 
houses where truck drivers affiliat­ 
ed with the A, F. of L. Teamsters' 
union struck 
for 
higher 
wages, 
shorter hours 
and a 
preferential 
closed shop. 
In turn, 
truckers ordered 
their 
union members not to deliver 
at 
packing plants where C. I. O. work­ 
ers asked union recognition. 
A merchants* committee headed 
by Raymond Wattles pleaded with 
Governor Herbert H, Lehman Fri­ 
day to intervene” in the interests 
of justice and the solution of a very 
serious situation.” 
In Albany, state Industrial Com­ 
missioner Elmer F. Andrews im­ 
mediately ordered his Buffalo as­ 
sistant. 
Augustus 
Marquard, 
to 
start a study of the situation. 
Only a thin trickle of trucks made 
their way out of strike-bound ware­ 
housers under police guard. 
Howard F. Toy, A. F. of L. or­

Transportation and other activi­ 
ties in the Hopeh-Chahar district 
approached normal for the first 
time since the tension arose. 
A Japanese army officer at Tang- 
ku, Tientsin’s seaport, declared how­ 
ever that “tills war is not yet over 
by any means.” 
Two Japanese merchantmen were 
anchored at Tlngku unloading light 
tanks and munitions on the crowd­ 
ed docks that have become a vital 
part of Japan’s system for bringing 
men and war supplies into China by 
sea. 
Three transports were expected to 
dock Sunday, bringing more than 
3,000 soldiers to add to the 9 000 
reinforcements 
poured 
into 
the 
Hopeh-Chahar region in tile last 
two weeks. 
Japanese ntempted unsuccessfully 
to halt the unloading of a German 
vessel bringing rifles, munitions and 
machines destined for the Chinese 
army. 
On the south side of the river fac­ 
ing tills hive of Japanese activity 
more than 5.000 Chinese troops were 
quartered. 
Observers believed the situation 
south of Peiping was still fraught 
with danger on a front paralleling 
the Peiping-Hankow railway, with 
Japanese anti Chinese troops still j 
relatively close together.
